Gruesome details of murders revealed 



Glen Race. Doctors 
warned of potential 
violence, court hears 


Two women in the court’s 
front row leaned on one an¬ 
other as they cried quietly, 
wiping tears from their eyes 
as a Crown attorney showed 
a photo of the car where Paul 
Knott died six years ago. 

Knott’s daughter Jennifer 
and other family members 
heard gruesome details sur¬ 
rounding the Timberlea man’s 
death in Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court on Monday, the begin¬ 
ning of a hearing to determine 
if Glen Race was criminally 
responsible for kilhng Knott, 
44, and Trevor Brewster, 45, in 
May 2007. 

Race pleaded guilty to first- 
and second-degree murder 
in September, but his lawyer 
Joel Pink filed an application 
to declare him not criminally 
responsible, something the 
Crown supports. 

The 30-page agreed state¬ 
ment of facts said Knott had 
been stabbed to death after 
meeting Race on Citadel Hill, 
while Brewster from Cole 
Harbour was bludgeoned and 
stabbed to death at French¬ 


man Lake a few days later. 

Race was silent during his 
appearance, wearing a beige 
collared shirt with his hair 
shcked back on top. 

Details on where the bod¬ 
ies were hidden. Race’s flight 
to the U.S., and borrowed li¬ 
brary books on Mexico, the 
Spanish language, and private 
investigations were presented. 

The facts presented by the 
Crown said Race’s early years 
were “unremarkable,” and 
there was no sign of family 
abuse. He was co-captain of 
the high school football team, 
and it was not until Septem¬ 
ber 2001 that his behaviour 
changed dramatically and he 
dropped out of Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity. 

He was diagnosed with 
paranoid schizophrenia in 
2002, but refused medication 
and doctors in the Nova Scotia 
Hospital found him difficult to 
assess. 

This became a pattern 
over the next few years, as 
Race spent time in and out of 
psychiatric hospitals and be¬ 
came more violent. 

Race threw things at his 
father and carried a knife at 
all times, the court heard. Dur¬ 
ing a stay at the QEll hospital 
in 2005, doctors said Race be¬ 
lieved in demons, that he had

the power to curse others, 
that trees spoke with him, 
and that he “almost equated 
himself with Christ.” 

A doctor assessed Race in 
2005 and said “the potential 
for ... deterioration and in¬ 
creased risk for violence is 
there.” 

In 2007, the court heard 
Race told his mother he had 
the “power to forgive sin,” but 
that he never would. 

Race was serving a life 
sentence for the 2007 shoot¬ 
ing death of Darcy Manor in 
New York before returning to 
Halifax in 2010 to face these 
charges. 

Crown lawyer Mark 
Heerema said three psychia¬ 
trists will testify in court this 
week that Race is not crimin¬ 
ally responsible for the mur¬ 
ders.

A 30-page agreed statement 
of facts was read in Nova Sco¬ 
tia Supreme Court in Halifax 
on Monday, detailing the ac¬ 
tions of Glen Race, Paul Knott 
and Trevor Brewster. 

Below is a timeline that 
both the Crown and de¬ 
fence agree to regarding the 
men’s actions across 15 days 
in 2007, when Race encoun¬ 
tered and was later charged 
in the killing of Knott and 
Brewster. 

Race has pleaded guilty to 
the two murders, but is argu¬ 
ing he wasn’t criminally re¬ 
sponsible. 

May 1: The first day Race 
stays at his new apartment 
on North Street in Halifax. 
It’s his first time living away 
from parents in years. 

May 1: Knott goes shop¬ 
ping with his then 17-year- 
old daughter before dropping 
her off at her job in Bayer’s 
Lake. Knott was a “devoted 
family man” who loved his 
two children, Jennifer and 
Andrew. He served in the 
navy, including tours in the 
Persian Gulf, until retiring in 
2003. 

May 1 to early morning 
May 2: Race and Knott meet 
one another by chance at 



Citadel Hill in Halifax. It is 
later determined Race killed 
Knott by stabbing him with 
a knife in the thigh, chest, 
neck and throat in the front 


seat of Knott’s car. Race hides 
Knott’s body in a forested 
area of Mill Cove. 

May 2: Race drives Knott’s 
car around Halifax to mul¬ 


tiple shops, including Super¬ 
store, to buy laundiy deter¬ 
gent. He buys a buck knife 
from the Walmart on Mum- 
ford Road. 


May 2: Jennifer Knott calls 
police to report her father 
missing. 

May 2 to early morning 
May 3: Race hides Knott’s car 
on Old Guysborough Road be¬ 
hind the airport. 

May 3: Race meets his 
father Mark in Fall River and 
goes with him to the family 
home in Windsor. 

May 4: Brewster returns 
to Halifax from a week’s va¬ 
cation in the Dominican Re¬ 
public. Brewster worked at 
the Steak & Stein on Young 
Street in Halifax for 24 years 
and was an avid gardener. He 
loved travelling and pets “of 
all kinds,” especially his dog 
Polar. 

May 5: Knott’s body is 
found. 

May 7: Police find Knott’s 
car and the knife used to kill 
him with Race’s fingerprints 
on it. Brewster goes to work 
at Steak & Stein for the first 
day of manager training. 

May 7 to early morning 
May 8: Race meets Brewster 
by chance at Frenchman Lake 
in Burnside. It is later deter¬ 
mined Brewster died from 
blunt-force injuries to his 
head and stab wounds to his 
neck, head and throat. Race 
hides the body under a wharf 
at the edge of the lake and 
drives away in Brewster’s car. 

May 9: Robenia Brewster 
calls police to report her 
brother missing. Brewster’s 
body is found. 

May 10: Race illegally 
crosses the Quebec border 
into the U.S. 

May 15: Race is arrested 
after attacking a Texas Bor¬ 
der Patrol agent and at¬ 
tempting to cross the border 
into Mexico. 


Residents unsettled after firebombing 


Neighbours of a Fairview 
home hit with two Molotov 
cocktails early Monday ad¬ 
mitted they were still a little 
rattled several hours after the 
incident occurred. 

Halifax Regional Police say 
there could’ve been “catas¬ 
trophic consequences” after 
two bottles with a fire acceler¬ 
ant were thrown at the home 
on McFatridge Road just be¬ 
fore 2 a.m., which left the 
living-room window smashed. 

At the time several people, 
including a group of children. 


were in the residence. Fortun¬ 
ately the bottles didn’t ignite 
and were found below the 
window. 

“Of course it’s concern¬ 
ing,” said one unidentified 
neighbour who lives with his 
young daughter a few resi¬ 
dences up from the targeted 
home. 

He said he noticed a couple 
had moved into the home, 
which houses several apart¬ 
ments, about six or seven 
weeks ago. Up until Monday 
the location hadn’t attracted 


trouble, he added. 

“But, obviously they have 
problems.” 

A K-9 unit searched for the 
assailants but they couldn’t 
be located. 

Police spokesman Const. 
Pierre Bourdages said the 
homeowner is co-operating 
with police but they have no 
idea why the house was tar¬ 
geted. 

A woman living in a home 
on neighbouring Percy Street 
said she was unaware of the 
incident late Monday mor¬ 


ning. She said she called the 
police over an incident that 
occurred at the location re¬ 
cently. 

She said a group of young 
men had congregated at the 
house and were yelling at 
someone inside to come out. 

“Fm really surprised but 
I’m not freaking out,” the 
woman said regarding Mon¬ 
day’s firebombing attempt. 
“Fm more disappointed, but 
it is a problem area. You hate 
to generalize, but it is.”

Afghan veteran says feds failing 
to help injured former soldiers 


CpI. Shane Jones. Vet 

says planned cutbacks 
at Veterans Affairs will 
make an already bad 
situation worse 


A military veteran who suf¬ 
fered multiple injuries when 
his vehicle rolled over in Af¬ 
ghanistan says the Canadian 
government is failing former 
soldiers by not providing the 
care they need. 

Cpl. Shane Jones says he 
has been assigned more than 
three Veterans Affairs case 
workers since June and has 
had about eight since he was 
medically released from the 
Forces in 2008. The 38-year- 
old father of three said that 
has impeded his treatment 
for post-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order and a traumatic brain 
injuiy he sustained when his 
vehicle rolled over in Afghan¬ 
istan in 2005. 

He said he wanted to 
speak out at a news confer¬ 
ence Monday in Fall River 


because he knows of many in¬ 
jured veterans who are strug¬ 
gling with bureaucratic red 
tape and regular upheaval in 
their care. 

“There’s no way they’re 
ever going to get better if 
eveiy couple of months 
they’re getting a new case 
manager, which basically 
means they have to start at 
ground zero,” he said. 

Jones wants the federal 
government to stop planned 
cutbacks at Veterans Affairs 
and to beef up services for in¬ 
jured vets. “The thing that’s 
making me come forward is 
that you’re going to cut back 
all these people and with the 
people you have now, you 
can’t even manage to do your 
job properly,” he said. 

A spokesman for Veterans 
Affairs Minister Julian Fan- 
tino said the minister has 
asked “to reach out to see 
what additional support and 
assistance can be provided 
to Cpl. Jones and his family.” 
He insisted services standards 
would not change as a result 

of the cuts. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Rarely can someone say 
they’ve found a previously un¬ 
discovered supernova. 

But one Nova Scotia family 
says they have made a few of 
those extraordinary finds. 

Paul Gray and Iris children 
Nathan and Kathryn have 
all discovered supernovas, 
a bright explosion after the 
death of a star. 

Paul and Kathryn were 
both the youngest to do so at 
the time of their discoveries, 
according to the International 
Astronomical Union. Now 
Nathan is poised to dethrone 


his sister. 

The family’s most recent 
feat came last Wednesday, 
when 10-year-old Nathan was 
analyzing galaxies at his home 
in Greenwood. “1 had found 
something, so me and my dad 
checked it out, and it seemed 
to be something, so it was 
pretty exciting,” Nathan said. 

Nathan and his sister ana¬ 
lyze images of hundreds of 
galaxies as part of a project 
with family friend and astron¬ 
omer David Lane, who owns 
the Abbey Ridge Observatory 
in Halifax. 


Confirmed 


The Royal Astronomical 
Society of Canada said in 
a news release that the 
discovery has been posted 
on the International Astro¬ 
nomical Union’s website 
and has been confirmed by 
U.S. and Italian observers. 


Lane said he decides which 
galaxies are photographed — 
from 50 to half a billion light 
years away — and the images 
are uploaded to a website that 


the Grays access from their 
home. The siblings then com¬ 
pare new images to older im¬ 
ages to see if any new objects 
have appeared. 

Lane says Nathan may 
claim his sister Kathryn’s title 
by 33 days — who also discov¬ 
ered a supernova at age 10 — 
as the youngest person to co¬ 
discover a supernova. 

But first it will need to be 
designated by the Internation¬ 
al Astronomical Union, and 
that can take some time, if it 
happens at all, said Lane.

Bates says the case is being 
investigated as a sudden death 
and pohce do not suspect foul 
play. 

O’Brien was serving a 37- 
year sentence that began in

He was released from the 
Dorchester Penitentiaiy to a 
halfway house in April after 
completing two-thirds of his 
sentence. 

But Boucher says his statu- 
toiy release was suspended and 
he was sent back to Dorches¬ 
ter Penitentiaiy, although she 
would not said why.

The number of abandoned 
animals in the Cape Breton 
Regional Municipality is at a 
crisis point, the manager of 
Nova Scotia SPCA’s Cape Breton 
branch says. 

Branch manager Jeff Dursi 
presented the SPCA’s annual 
report to the CBRM’s general 
committee meeting Monday.

“We have a lot more dogs 
left on the sides of the road, 
especially in late August, early 
September, we noticed a sub¬ 
stantial increase out of the 
blue,” Dursi said. “We have a 



number of more calls of cats 
and dogs being left behind after 
people move, imbehevable, 
and we also have a number of 
concerning incidents whereby 
animals are literally thrown 
out of cars, left on active rail¬ 
road tracks.” 

The branch is actively pursu¬ 
ing grants to improve spay and 
neuter programs to help relieve 
the burden of an overpopula¬ 
tion of cats.

Three months after being left 
high and diy by the municipal 
water utility, an elderly man 
hving in Halifax’s south end 
once again has running water 
in his home, thanks in large 
part to the charity of a local 
business. 

Schooner Excavation Ltd. 
said it would help turn the taps 
back on for 82-year-old Fred 
Lordly, who had been hving 


without water at his house on 
Emscote Drive since July 29. 

“1 heard about (Lordly’s 
situation) in the media a few 
months ago,” said Schooner 
president and co-owner Darrell 
Gallagher. “1 thought it would 
be a nice thing to do, to help 
him out.” 

Halifax Water turned off the 
water to Lordly’s 45-year-old 
house following a longstand¬ 
ing dispute over unlawfully 
criss-crossed piping. 

According to the utihty, the 
sewer and storm water pipes 
were improperly installed 
when Lordly built his house in 
1968, meaning the octogenar¬ 
ian was illegally discharging 
untreated waste water into the 
Northwest Arm. 

“We tried to work with 
Mr. Lordly for two years to no

avail,” said James Gampbell, a 
spokesman with Halifax Water. 

Ultimate responsibility for 
these types of repairs lies with 
the homeowner, he said. 

And of the seven home- 
owners in the area with the 
same piping problems, Gamp¬ 
bell said Lordly was the only 
one who refused to pay for the 
work to be done. 

“We take no pleasure in 
disconnecting anyone’s water 
service,” said Gampbell. “(But) 
we have regulations we have to 


follow and we’re obhged to fol¬ 
low them.” 

“1 feel it was a lot of non¬ 
sense, a lot of nonsense,” said 
Lordly. “A lot of waste of their 
time and a lot of misery for 
me.” 

Gallagher estimated the 
value of the donated repair 
work — which he anticipated 
to be finished this weekend — 
at somewhere between $4,000 
and $10,000. 

Lordly said he was very ap¬ 
preciative for the excavator’s 
help, but said he ultimately be- 
heves the city failed him. 

“Everyone should fight (for) 
what’s right,” said the long¬ 
time Halifax resident. “When 
they think they’re right they 
should fight to the end. 

“And 1 was prepared to fight 
to the end.”

Canada’s largest city remained 
divided over its embattled 
mayor Monday after a public 
apology from Rob Ford failed 
to queU the controversy over an 
alleged crack video.

Hacktivism. Notorious 
online group threatens

The hacktivist group An¬ 
onymous is demanding 
an RCMP officer who was 
caught on video appearing 
to utter a racial slur dur¬ 
ing anti-fracking protests in 
New Brunswick be fired. 

Two weeks ago, members 
of the Elsipogtog First Na¬ 
tion and opponents of shale 
gas development clashed 
with police in Rexton, N.B. 
Five police cruisers were de¬ 
stroyed and dozens of pro¬ 
testers were arrested. 

The event drew the 
attention of Anonymous, 
who launched #OpFrackOff 
in support of the protests. 
The group has previously 
become involved in other 
high-profile Canadian cases, 
including Idle No More and 
the death of Rehtaeh Par¬ 
sons in Nova Scotia. 

This time. Anonymous 
has focused on an RCMP 
officer who appears in a 
video to utter a deroga¬ 
tory slur while confronting 
Mi’kmaq activists on Oct. 
17. In the video obtained by 
the group, an unidentified 
Mountie can be heard tell¬ 
ing protesters that “Crown 
land belongs to our gov-

After four months in secret 
detention, deposed President

Morsi, Egypt’s first freely 
elected president, had been 
held at an undisclosed loca¬ 
tion since the mihtaiy ousted 
him in a coup July 3. His ap¬ 
pearance in court represented 
a step by the mihtaiy-backed 
authorities toward granting 
him due process in the face of 
mounting criticism by rights 
groups.

A sting operation has turned 
up dozens of Canadians 
among thousands of adults 
willing to pay to watch a 
10-year-old Filipino girl per¬ 
form sex acts on a webcam, 
an international children’s 
rights group said Monday. 

The group Terres des Hom- 
mes, operating out of Am¬ 
sterdam, said 54 Canadians 
were among more than 1,000 
adults from 71 countries iden¬ 
tified during the 10-week pro¬ 
ject. 

“It’s frightening to see that 
these people think that the 
Internet is a completely law¬ 
less space,” said one of the 
researchers for the group, 
who identified himself only 
as Peter for fear of reprisals. 

“The most shocking part of 
this — aside from the horrific 
child-abuse material that we 
were sometimes sent — was 
just the fact that it was so easy 
to catch these people. They 
have zero risk perception.” 

Detailed identification 
information — including 
names, addresses, telephone 
numbers and email address¬ 
es — was now in the hands

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HOW TO LOOK MORE ATTRACTIVE 


There are many benefits to surrounding your¬ 
self with a great group of friends: Companion¬ 
ship, emotional support, always having some¬ 
one to drive you home after you’ve had too 
many glasses of wine. But did you know that 
your pals also have the potential to make you 
appear more physically attractive? 

Researchers at the University of California, 

San Diego, recently conducted a study to deter¬ 
mine the validity of the so-called “cheerleader 
effect.” Popularized by on-screen ladies’ man 
Barney Stinson from the TV show How 1 Met 
Your Mother, the theory suggests that people 
seem better-looking when seen in a group 
context. I’ll ignore my reservations about why 
academics are investing time and resources in- 
to proving the scientific merit behind the deranged ramblings 
of a television character, and get to the details. 

Psychological scientists Drew Walker and Edward Vul con¬

ducted five separate experiments among 130 
undergraduate students at the university to 
evaluate how people’s perceived beauty might 
vary depending on whether they’re alone or in 
a group. Participants were asked to rate the 
physical attractiveness of 100 individuals by 
looking at a variety of photographs. Sometimes 
the subjects were shown in a group portrait 
with two other people, other times the pic¬ 
tures were cropped to show the person 
alone. Overall, test subjects scored about two 
percent higher in terms of looks when shown 
as part of a group. Not an overwhelming 
beauty-boost, but statistically interesting 
enough to make me reconsider posting so 
many selfies online. 

While the findings of the study might seem somewhat pre¬ 
dictable —people who are socializing with others usually ap¬ 
pear happy, confident and thus more appealing than solitary 


loners—there’s actually a bit more science to this phenomenon. 
The rationale behind the cheerleader effect has to do with our 
brain’s subconscious tendency to merge facial features when 
looking at more than one person. We tend to read faces in group 
settings as ensemble representations and diminish individual’s 
idiosyncrasies in the process. Unattractive characteristics that 
would stand out if seen in isolation are leveled out to give every¬ 
one an average group face. In this case, being average-looking is 
actually a good thing. 

And while the ‘cheerleader’ label brings to mind acrobatic fe¬ 
males in short skirts, the theory actually applies to both sexes. 
Men and women were consistently regarded as better looking 
when in the company of two or more people of the same gender. 

“Having a few wingmen or women may indeed be a 
good dating strategy” the researchers are quoted as 
saying. 

“ The effect is definitely 

small, but some of us need all Follow Jessica Napier on 
the help we can get,” Vul said.

Lisa Roth often finds herself 
giving unhkely advice to musi¬ 
cians who are covering songs 
by the hkes of Black Sabbath, 
Guns N’ Roses, Jay Z and Kanye 
West. 

“A lot of the times it’s, T 
want you to produce this hke 
there’s a baby sitting in your 
lap while you’re doing it,”’ she 
says. 

As vice-president and cre¬ 
ative director of the CMH Label 
Group, Roth oversees a branch 
of the label that produces the 
Rockabye Baby series, in which 
musicians have taken the 
aforementioned artists and cre¬ 
ated lullaby renditions of their 
best-known work. 

Roth created the series with 
co-worker Valerie Aiello in 
2006 and she has since over¬ 
seen more than 50 releases. 

This week sees the release 
of a Nickelback compilation. 

“When we developed this 
idea, no one here had kids,” 
says Roth. “1 am not sure we 
would have thought about lul¬ 
laby versions of Tool if we did 
have kids.” 

For the iminitiated, Rock¬ 
abye Baby releases are hke a 
private game of Name That 
Tune that parents can play 
while their httle ones benefit 
from soothing arrangements 
of classic tunes. Where a song 
hke the Foo Fighters’ Monkey 


Wrench in its original incarna¬ 
tion is characterized by its hard 
guitars crunching up against 
bombastic drums and Dave 
Grohl’s rock ’n’ roll screams, 
the Rockabye Baby version is 
an instrumental playground, 
led by harmonizing glocken¬ 
spiels and fihed out by httle 
bird chirps, rattles and cute 
honks. 

CMH Label Group releases 
about eight compilations per 
year, working with a small 
handful of producers, and Roth 
says the back-and-forth with a 
producer for each release could 
take as long as six months. 

“There’s a certain amount 
of training that we have to go 
through with these people be¬ 


cause it’s kind of nuanced: It’s 
not an easy thing to do. 1 think 
people have preconceived no¬ 
tions when it comes to a lul¬ 
laby, as if you should just play 
quieter and slower, which is 
not the case at all,” she says. 

“First of all, we are a record 
label, not a children’s com¬ 
pany The music, whether the 
consumer notices it or not, 
means a great deal to us.” 

Yes, the consumer in ques¬ 
tion is a baby, one who’s un¬ 
knowingly being introduced to 
the greatest pop music of the 
past few decades (yes, there are 
people who would put Nickel- 
back into that category, sadly). 

But the consumer is also 
the parent who can hear songs 



he or she already loves with¬ 
out having to suffer through 
nonsense by purple dinosaurs 
or men in brightly coloured 
turtlenecks. 

“1 get to spend chunks of 
my day doing this thing,” says 
Roth, “and hstening to music 
and deconstructing these songs 
and picking the instruments, 
and it’s like painting a httle 
picture, and tiying to do it with 
utmost deference and respect 
to the artists so they don’t get 
aimoyed.”

As Chris 
Hemsworth reprises 
his role in Thor: The 
Dark World, we speak 
to his personal trainer, 
Michael Knight, about 
how he stays fit

“Once you get an actor to 
their desired shape, the 
tricky part is keeping them 
there — a lot of people tend 
to slack off,” says Michael 
Knight, who’s been training 
with Chris Hemsworth on 
and off for years. 

Yeah, even the star of the 
new film Thor: The Dark 
World has a hard time main¬ 
taining that Viking god bod. 

“Chris is in and out of 
movies, so the hardest part 
for me is making him lose 
weight quickly, and then get¬ 
ting him to put it back on 
without his body looking like 
hell,” says Knight. 

Hemsworth lost 30 pounds 
to play an FI driver in Rush, 
and then had to put it right 
back on in time for Thor. 

“So 1 always try and simu¬ 
late that same workout in 
order to maintain his body 
shape in the long-term.” 

The maintenance workout 
designed by Knight specific¬ 
ally for Hemsworth revolves 
around three 20-minute ses¬ 
sions, which he does up to 
five times a week. 

“My system is effective, 
and means you don’t have to 
go out and do things that are 
going to tear up your body 
— like too much running or 
heavyweights,” Knight said. 

“The workout starts off 


slow and finishes with a fuiy. 
On some days, you’re going 
into the time under tension 
method, which is where 
you’re using really heavy 
weights to tire your core and 
kettle bells. On other days, 
you might be doing double 
kettle bells, or working with 
a heavy tire, and finishing 
with a cardio blast.” 

The Chris 
Hemsworth 
maintenance 
workout 

If, like Hemsworth, you’re 
already in shape, then this 


workout is going to keep your 
body strong. And it’s all about 
big lifts. 

“The idea is that you con¬ 
tinually rotate body parts: so, 
one day you work your chest, 
the next day your back, then 
your shoulders, and then you 
go back to your chest, and so 
on. But you’ll always be work¬ 
ing the hips and the legs — 
they’re the largest muscles in 
the body, and unless they get 
stronger, nothing else can,” 
says Knight. 

You’re sometimes going 
to hit the same part twice in 
that week, sometimes once, 
but you’re always going to 
start fresh again on Monday. 

The workout is complicat¬ 
ed, and unless you’re think- 


What's on Thor's plate? 


When it comes to food, 
you need structure. Knight 
recommends you keep your 
diet clean by sticking to 
complex carbs, lean protein 
and healthy fats. 


• The protein. Chicken, 
fish, plant-based protein 
powder, whole eggs. 


• The carbs. Oatmeal, 
green vegetables, brown 
rice, sweet potato and 
very little fruit. 


• The fat. Grass fed butter, 
coconut oil, avocado.

Monday 

Chest day 

You’ll have rested on the Sun¬ 
day, so today is a big barbell 
day. Your body is going to be 
torched.

Barbell squats and barbell 
bench presses followed by 
double kettlebell front squats 
and inclined dumbbell press¬ 
es. 


Tuesday 

Back day 

You’re going to be a little 
tired and sore from Monday. 
You want a total body work¬ 
out that’s intense, but not so 
hard it’s going to crush your 
body. 


Workout highlights 

An active warm-up of one- 
legged dead lifts, followed by 
back weighted pull-ups, and 
double kettlebell circuits to 
work the hips and the core. 


Wednesday 

Day off 


Thursday 

Shoulder day 

This is a big day as you’re com¬ 
ing off from recoveiy. Go back 
to your barbells. 

Workout highlights 

An active warm-up of dead 
hfts and strong man log press¬ 
es followed by hght squats and 
thrusters. Finish with ropes 
gone wild. 


Friday 

Chest day 

100 per cent dumbbell day. 
Give it a quick pump. 

Workout highlights 

Inclined dumbbell presses 
with squats, followed by push 
up circuits and kettlebell 
snatch.

Workout highlights 

Unweighted pull-ups, dead 
lift heaven balls and a meta¬ 
bolic cardio circuit, followed 
by jump ropes.

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Eggplant gets fried and 
spiced and everything nice 



1. Heat the oven to 350 F. 
Sprinkle the eggplant slices 
hghtly on both sides with salt. 
Transfer to a large colander, 
then set in the sink and let 
drain for 15 minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, in bowl com¬ 
bine the flour, cumin, paprika 
and cayenne. In a second bowl, 
whisk egg and water. In third 
bowl, place the bread crumbs. 

3. Pat eggplant slices diy. One 
at a time, dip each shce first 
in flour, shaking off excess, 
then the egg, letting the excess 
hquid drip off, then the bread 
crumbs, knocking off the ex¬ 
cess crumbs (they will clump). 

4. In skillet over high, heat 
1 1/2 tablespoons of oil. Add 
eggplant shces, reduce heat to 
medium and cook until golden, 
about 2 minutes. Flip slices, add 
remaining tablespoon of olive 
oil and cook until golden on the 
second side, about 2 minutes. 

5. Transfer the shces to a sheet 


pan. Bake on the oven’s middle 
shelf rmtil the shces are tender, 
about 15 minutes. 

6. While the eggplant is bak¬ 


ing, grate the cucumber on 
the coarse side of a grater. In a 
small bowl, combine the grated 
cucumber with the yogurt, gar- 
hc and a bit of salt. 


Ingredients 


• 1 small eggplant (i/2 pound 
and about 2 inches wide), cut 
crosswise into 1/3-inch-thick slices 
, Kosher salt 

• 2 tbsp all-purpose flour 

• 1 tsp ground cumin

You know by now that the 
whole eggs are bad for your 
cholesterol thing is a myth. 
Except for extreme cases, 
an egg a day is perfectly 
healthy and it brings with 
it omega 3 fat, protein and 
brain protecting chohne. 

These days, though, you 
can spread your wings and 
try more than the run of the 
mill hen variety. Check these 
out: 

• Lisa Hill of Pheasant Hill 
Farm in Owen Sound, Ont. 
raises pheasant, guinea fowl, 
partridge and duck eggs. All 
of her birds can “dust bath, 
chase and eat bugs, scratch 
in the gardens, 
spread 
their 
wings 
out 
in the 
sun¬ 
shine or 
fly up and 


perch in a tree,” which pro¬ 
vides them a broader variety 
of nutrients. You have to 
find her or another farmer 
hke her at their farm gate or 
farmers market, though. 

• Quail eggs are tiny, pretty 
additions to any dish and 
they are said to be more 
concentrated in nutrients. 
Likely a poor and expensive 
choice for an omelet but 
chefs suggest their use as a 
garnish. 

• Duck eggs are more widely 
available, richer and bigger 
versions of the chicken egg. 
Found in specialty shops, 
Asian markets or high end 
grocers, these large, oily 
yolked options will make 
the best fried egg sandwich 
any brunch can muster.

MIT grad Brandon Wade — 
king of controversial dating 
apps — has a new one stirring 
up controversy: Carrot Dating. 
CarrotDating.com allows men 
and women to offer incentives 
— called “bribes” — to one an¬ 
other in order to snag a date. 
While some incentives are as 
innocent as flowers or dinner, 
others include a big trip or plas¬ 
tic surgery. 

This comes on the heels of 
Wade’s other ventures, sites 
hke SeekingArrangement. 
com and WhatsYourPrice.com, 
which hooked up rich men 
with willing women.

So Carrot Dating is...? 

Carrot Dating really is bribing 
somebody for a date. 1 think 
when you look at most of my 
other dating websites, they 
were founded primarily from 
my mother’s advice because 1 
was really shy and sort of awk¬ 
ward. My mom saw that, and 
she basically told me to focus 
on my school. She said, “Some¬ 
day when you’re successful, 
you’ll be generous and turn 
those aroimd, when it comes 
to the dating game.” Until 1 
graduated, 1 was still strug¬ 
gling and still had the constant 
fear of rejection. 1 would never 


walk up to woman and use a 
pick up fine. It’s not my thing. 

What you call generosity could 
be confused with prostitution.

If one of these profiles fits, 
then you might be perfect for 
the temp world. “Temporaiy 
work is also a good fit for any¬ 


one looking to gain additional 
experience and sltiUs or obtain 
experience in a new field,” says 
Shari Angle, Toronto-based vice 
president with Adecco, Can¬ 
ada’s largest temporaiy recruit¬ 
ment agency. 

There are temp agencies 
speciahzing in eveiy industiy 
and Sirin set from labourers to 
scientists.
